I am not anticipating any particular violence from the gypsies hut it 
will certainly be a difficult business. They are not easy to get hold of and 
will be very suspicious. Grattan Puxon, however , should give us a reasonable 
entry to them. 

One difficulty could be that the men will be working at the times we 
want to film. This may mean evening filming. 

There will be no power supplies available so we shall have to use 
battery lights almost entirely. 

We cannot anticipate setting up in advance the gypsies going into cafe 
or pub, this will have to be played entirely by ear. 

The meeting between the residents and gypsies will depend on how well 
the gypsies like us and co-operate with us. 


CHARD - The gypsies camp by the road and are by far the most difficult. 
The are continuously fined for camping there but manage to pay the fines 

They are a bone of contention between the residents and amongst the 
councils who argue out responsibility for them. 

BRIDGWATER - All the sites we need are scattered around this area. 
Although the script says Bridgwater this is only to denote the area 
and will probably be centred at Over Stowey and Coles' farm at Holford. 
Here the dispute is over the proposed permanent site for gypsies at 
Over Stowey. 

Arguments against spoiling natural beauty area, etc. 

For the high angle opening shot we can use the Church tower in 
Bridgwater centre. 


FINALLY, although we must try and shoot to script, we must also cover ourselves 
as much as possible. Very few of the situations can be set up in advance,. I 
cannot emphasise this enough, and we shall have to work very fast - there 
will rarely be time for re-takes.
